Bishops With Pow sr to Ap­ 
point Pastors. 


L a n s in g , Oct. 7—In the •Univers»- 
list state coDvention yesterday a lively 
scrap was started that will undoubtedly 
be carried to the national convention 
to be held at Chicago October 19. 


It is a clear case of church politics 
vs convictions, and the line seems to 
be squarely drawn between the older 
and younger ministers. 
The former 
seem satisfied with present conditions, 
w'hile the younger element feels that 
the church is standing still and must 
push forward. 


Rev. George A. Sahlin, of Benton 
Harbor, the newly-elected secretary 
of the convention, stated this morning 
that the convention was divided, and 
the older members, who are justly 
credited with building up the Univer­ 
salist church, were not inclined to look 
with favor upon the ideas and sug­ 
gestions of the younger members, and 
that the latter were becoming dissat- 
isüed with the present regime. 


“One element,” continued Mr. Sah­ 
lin, ‘‘desires a stroni^er ecclesiasiical 
oi'ganization. I realize the necessity of 
a stronger business organization, but 
am not in symuairhy with the eccles­ 
iastical regime. 
Several who are 
troubled to secure pastorates are de­ 
sirous of appointment of <i bishop or a 
oerson to make ap|>ointmenis, but I 
most thoroughly conaemn such action 
and do not pro{H>se to surrender my 
neck to such a yoke.” 


Many of the members of the conven­ 
tion are in favor of entirely abolishing 
the creed. It is e .timated thut not 
more than one-tentn of the Universal­ 
st churches are founded upon the Win­ 
chester confession of faith, and to many 
it seems absurd for a church to con­ 
tinue a creed when so many churches 
nay no attention to it as a legal re­ 
quirement,

Oct. 7.—Bandits held up 
a Chicago and Alton stpress train last 
night a t a point less than six miles fHmi 
Kansas City. The robbsiy Is the third 
occurring on the railroad withlii a yser. 
all withip fifteen fiütis Of this .city. The 
Chicago and St, Louis express, which 
pulled out of the Union station a t 8:80 
last evening, was stoped by eight maüced 
men at Evanston, a suburban stopping 
place Just beyond Wairiiington 
Evanston is about eight miles nearer to 
Kansas City than Blue Cut, made cele­ 
brated by the notorious Jam es gang, and 
which was the scene of two previous 
robberies on the Chicago and Alton this 
year. The bandits got no iMxity, being 
scared away by their owndjmamlte. The 
train was sent on from the scene of the 
hold-up and had passed Independence, 
the next telegraph station, before the 
news of the hold-up had become public. 
The police of Kansas City and the coun­ 
ty marshal have sent men to the scene 
of the robbery. 


Rob1»ed the Conductor of Oüf. 


The train was stopped at Evanston 
siding by the explosion of torpedoes 
w'hlch had been placed on the track 
When the 
conductor 
and 
brakemen 
went out to ascertain the cause of the 
trouble they were covered w'ith revolvers 
In the hands of four of the eight road 
agents. The other four quickly covered 
the engineer and fireman. The brake­ 
men were compelled to uncouple the 
baggage 
and express car» 
from the 
passenger coaches. While this was be­ 
ing done one of the robbeiti busied him­ 
self by going through the pockets of 
Conductor Graves, w’ho was robbed of 
122 in coin. In the meantime the bandits 
at the head of the train had ordered 
Engineer V alette and his fireman to 
climb down out of their ct|,b. Engineer 
Valette hesitated until a pistol ball was 
sent whistling by his ears.

They applied the fuse and the match 
and then evidently waited for the ex- 
plo»ivc to reveal the treasure for which 
so much had been risked. But for some 
rea.«on the explosive did not go off, and 
from the subsequent developments It is 
evident that dynamite had great terrors 
for the men who were not afraid to run 
the ordinary risks of train robbery. It is 
clear they were afraid to return to the 
express car, for after waiting a few min­ 
utes for the expected explosion they hu r­ 
riedly left the place, running into the 
underbush which skirts the rallw'ay in 
that section. 
The trainmen who had 
been left behind 
w’ith 
the passenger 
coaches politely 
waited a reasonable 
length of time for the robbers to com­ 
plete their work, and then ran ahead to 
the engine and the two cars. 


After some delay, for they, too, were 
afraid of the dynamite, they succeeded 
in lifting down the small safe and throw 
ing out the dynamite. The engine was 
then run back to the rest of the train 
and coupled on. and after a full two 
hours* delay the express resumed the 
Journey toward St. Louis. The passen­ 
gers, especially the ladles, were very 
much frightened, and when the robbers 
began shooting at 
Engineer 
Vallette 
there was a wild scramble in all the 
coaches. 
Diamonds, Jew'eiry and other 
valuables w'ere hidden In every place 
conceivable In a pas.«*enger coach. 


Two Chicago and Alton detectivesw'ere 
on the train, but neither of them put 
In. an appearance outside of their coach 
until all was over. Oetieral Superintend­ 
ent W. K. Gray w'as also on the train. 
The express messenger was not only 
roughly handled by the road agents but 
was robbed of $31 from his private purse. 
The pasengers made up a purse of $25 
and gave It to him.

John B. Leoni, the demented man 
picked up by the roadside on the Lake 
ihore drive yesterday and who was 
tielieved by the officers to have been 
the victim of thugs because of a deep 
ndentation in his skull, still occupies 
a cell in the county jail. 


Souonfident were Sheriff Ferguson 
and his assistants that the man had 
}cen set upon and beaten by highway­ 
men that immediately after the man 
iiad been received at the jail the sheriff 
and an Elkhart, Ind., detective drove 
out to the spot where Leoni had been 
discovered in search of evidence. 


The theory of assault and robbery 
was entertained until Drs. McLin and 
Scott had made a close examination of 
the depression in the skull by which 
t was ascertained that the injury had 
lieen inflicted long before and that the 
man was a lunatic, a condition evi­ 
dently caused by the depressed skull 
which rested heavily u|k>n the brain. 


An attempt was made to remove the 
sair over the injured part, a proceed- 
ng that very suddenly brought Leoni 
to nis senses. 
He leaped to his feet 
rom a crouching position in the corner 
of the cell and made a wild dash for 
the door.

by Dr. McLln and having been assured 
that his hair would not be cut he be­ 
came quite communicative. 


From the mformatlon obtained from 
him in fragments it was learned that 
he had been an inmate of the Kanka­ 
kee, 111., insane asylum since 1893, 
when he was injured in an accident on 
the World’s Fair grounds. He is a 
sculotor and decorator and at the time 
of his injury was employed in the Jap­ 
anese department of the Field museum. 
He fell 30 feet, intlicting the wound 
which robbed him of his reason. 


His manner, his features, hisconver 
sation, all indicate that he was once a 
scholar. For a moment sometimes he 
is rational and his language is elociuent 
and is spoken with great fluency. 
Be 
gave the names of the physicians who 
operated to relieve the pressure from 
his skull and said he had occupicd 
ward No. 2 of the Kankakee insane asy­ 
lum. 


His condition is pitiable. 
He is not 
more than 27 years old. The physician: 
who exammed him yesterday stated 
that an operation pro})erly executed 
would restore the young man’s reason. 


Sheriff Ferguson wired the authori 
ties at Kankakee for information con­ 
cerning Leoni, and instructions as to 
what todo with him. There is no theory 
as to how the man escaped from the 
asylum. 
His clothes are not soiled and 
his appearance indicates close care of 
his person. When asked how he got 
out of the asylum he said a benevolent 
hand aided him. 


Late last evening Leoni told more of 
himself. He said he had been in the 
custody of Sheriff Snyder, of Wau­ 
kesha, Wis., for several months. When 
he reached St. Joseph yesterday he 
had a hand satchel, a $25 overcoat and 
$17 in money, and he could not account 
for the disappearance of these articles. 
Sheriff Ferguson wired Sheriff Snyder 
the facts and was advised this morning 
that Leoni’s story was true: that he 
bad kept him some time and that the 
man was sane. The Waukesha sheriff 
said he would send further particulars 
by mail. 


Leoni when asked concerning his 
parents said they were alive, but that 
nis condition had given them so much 
trouble he was not inclined to ask 
further assistance from them.

Chicago, Oct. 7.—Fanned hy a strong 
wind from the west, fire which brokeoui 
tn Dexter Park pavilion at thè Union 
stock yards yesterday afternoon spread

about $60,000, of which 150,000 was the 
Dexter Park pavilion.

Dexter Park pavilion stands only a 
few yards southwest of the horse mar­ 
ket, which i» an immense frame affair 
covered by a huge dome.
